mtBt Provinoial GoiiKress. — In Salem, on Oct. 6, 1774, assem- 
bled the First Provincial Congress, Tvhich passed dming its session 
a TOte renouncing the authority of the T^ritish l\irli:iraont.— the first 
official act of the Province putting itself in open opposition to the 
home government. 

First Armed Besistanoe to £ii|cland.— On Feb. 26, 1775, the 
citizens of 8a1om offered the first ai-mcd resistance to the English 
goyeraraent, in assembling at North Bridge and forbidding the prog- 
ress of Col. Leslie and a body of British soldiers. 

Salem In "War.— During the Revolutionary war, Salem ftirnished 
large numbers of men to fill tlio ranks of the army, and fitted out at 
least 158 vessels as privateers. 

In the war of 1812, forty armed vessels of the 250 furnished by the 
whole country were from Salem. 

During the war of isra-s, more than 3000 men entered the Union 
service from this city, and more than 200 were killed. Among her 
martyr heroes were Brig. Gen. Frederick W. Lander and Lt. Col 
Henry Meiritt. 

Oomxneroial Beoord.— Salem has had a remarkable commercial 
ireoord. In 1825 there were one hundred and ninety-eight vessels 
otmed in Salem. In 1833 there were one hundred and eleven en- 
gaged in the foreign trade. Salem "led the way ft-om New England 
round the Gape of Good Hope to the Isle of France, and India, and 
OtyBft. Her vessels were the first ftrom this country. to display the 
AmeiHeaii flag and open trade with 3t. Petecsbiirg, Zanzibarx 
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aud Sumntra; with Calcutta and Bombay ; with Batavia and 
with Madagascar and Auetralia.*'^ 

A City.— Salem was incorporated a city March 23, 1836,— 
ond in the Common wetdth*.

Hailroads.— The Eastern Railroad,^ chartered in 1836, op< 
communication with Boston, Aug. 27, 1838; the branch to 
head was opened Dec. 10, 1839, and the road east of Sal 
opened as far as Ipswich Dec. 18, 1839, and to Newburyport 
1840. The Essex Railroad (now owned by the Eastern; waf 
to Lawrence Sept. 5, 1848, and the Salem and Lowell r< 
opened Ang. 1, 1850. The next month the South Reading 
Railroad was opened to South Reading (now Wakefield). 

On July 8, 1863, a horse-railroad was opened to South 
(now Peabody). Horse-cars were run to Beverly Oct. 28, 
South Salem in 1864, and to North Salem in 1869; to <'Ttie ^ 
in 1877; and toMarblehead in 1884. The Salem and Danvei 
Railway was built in 1884, and was opened in the early sui 
that year to Danversport, Danvers Plains, Danyers Cen 
Putjuamville (June 25). The present year a branch is build 
Danyerfi to Peabody.

Statistical. — Salem is the ninth city in the State in population, the 
census of 1880 placing the number of inhabitants at 27, 5^8, an in- 
crease of 5,811 over 1860. It is the third city in Essex county, Lynn 
and Lawrence only exceeding it in population. 

The net bonded indebtedness of the city at the close of tlie fiscal 
year 1884 wiw $1,048,270.18, the net total debt was $1,064,109.08, a de- 
crease of $66,799.75 from the preceding year. 

The assessment for 1884 was on $25,360,772, of which $12,800,200, 
was personal estate. 

The number of polls in 1884 was 7,341. Names in Naumkcng Dis- 
trict Directory 12,870. The rate of taxation was $16 per $1000 iu 
1877; $15 In 1878; $13.60 in 1870; $14.50 in 1880; $13.00 in 1881 ; $15 ..50 
in 1882; $16 in 1883; $17.50 in 1884. 

The First Churcli —The first Puiitan church organized in Am- 
erica was established in Salem in 1629, and its first Iiouse of worsliip 
was erected in 1634. It stood on the site of tlie present First Oiurch 
edifice, on the southeast coiner of Essex and Washington .streets. 
The frame of the original structure is now in the possession of the 
Essex Institute, having been restored in 1864 throiigh tlie liberality 
of the late Francis Peabody. On the erection of a second edifice in 
1670, the original one was voted by the town to "be reserved for the 
town's use, to build a .skoole house and watch-house." The public 
I'ecords prove that this building was fri the town's use till 1760, but 
the minutes of the town's doings ftom May, 17(>0 to May, 1704 are 
missing, and fl'om the first named date the history of the building 
is established by tradition. It appears probable that iu the year 
1760 the old building was disposed of and that Thomdike Proctor 
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who was at this time a conspicuous man in town affairs, Selectman 
and Moderator of Town Meetings, and Grand Jury man, bought the 
oldest part and reerectcd it on his own laud, back of what is now 
Boston street, where it was used as a tavern or areA'esbmenthouse. 
Here it slumbered undisturbed for a period of one hundred yeai-8, 
until it was taken down .in 1864. The frame was carefully preserved, 
restored to its origmal mortises, and placed within a good external 
covering. It is accessible to visitors on application at the. rooms of 
the Essex Institute. 

Tlie restored building is flUed with articles of historic interest, 
among them the following :— 

A sofa brought from Normandy by some of the French Huguenots 
about 1685. 

The communion table of the East Church in Salem, uBed in its 
first house of worship erected in 1718. 

An iron christening stand used 180 years ago, 

The desk used by Nathaniel Bowditch while engaged in his noted

The desk used by Nathaniel Hawthorne whilQ Surveyor of the 
Port. 

A pew door firom the First Parish Church at Hingham, built in 
1680. 

A "samp" mortar for pounding com. 

A spinet— an old-time musical instrument, somewhat resembling 
a piano — made in Salem, and said to be one of the earliest inatm* 
ments made in this country. 

A piano bearing the date 1791, and made in London. 

A fine collection of spinning and fiax wheels, and of high backed 
mahogany chairs. 
At tAe northern end of the building are photographs of the first. 
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thu^ and fourth edifloea-^he two earliest of course being from 
drawings. Also there are tablets oontaiaing the names of the sev- 
eral pastors, with the dates of their pastorates :

Bat they became so powerAiUy influenced, after once the dclasion 
obtained a foothold, that they thought only of ridding the oommanity 
of the supposed emissaries of the evil one. 

North Bridge.— This is a small bridge across the North Kiver, at t 
the entrance to North Salem. Oh the north of the bridge a flag-stalT 
bears the inscription '^Retreat of Col. Leslie, Feb. 26, 1776." At this 
point on Sabbath day, the date mentioned, the townspeople assem* 
bled, and forbade the fhrther advance of Col. Leslie and a body of 
the King's ftegulars, who had landed at Marblehead and marched to 
Salem in search of cannon believed to be concealed in ''North Fields." 
It seems that the alarm of tlie English was entirely needless, for the 
cannon had not been collected for warlike purposes, and were not 
''military stores" at all, being stored upon the wharf by private in- 
dividuals who had removed them ftom various merchant vessels, a 
general peace making them unnocessaiy. 

The afllair at North Bridge was the flrst armed opposition of the 
military authority of Great Britain, and here was spilt the first blood 
of tft« Bievohiiion^ one of the crowd receiving a bayonet wound from 
a British soldier. 

It iSk supposed to have been near North Bridge that Gov. Win? 
throp'fl son Henry was dirowned, July 2, 1630. He had arrived hi 
the alUp *'Talbot,V July 1, and while crossing North River on the 
following day to visit an Indian settlement, be was drowned. 

Birthplaoe of Timothy Pickering. — Just above the High 
School building, Broad street, No. 18, stands the house in wliich was 
bom, on July 17, 1745, the Illustrious Timothy Pickering. As colonel 
of the Fllrst Regiment of militia he headed the assemblage at North 
Bridge, Feb. 27, 1775. Timothy Pickering was one of the most dis- 
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tinguished citizeus of Salem, lie was Adjutant General a 
olutionary battlea ol" Geimautowu and Biandywine; r< 
GeiieL'allIdl>5; SecreUiry of State 1795 to 1800; member of 
Senate 180C-11; member of Congress 18U-17. 

The house above referred to has always been in the '. 
family, and is now occupied by a great-great-grandson ol 
Pickering. 

w Birthplace of Hawthorne.— In the house numberec 
one Union street, Nathaniel Hawthorne, the celebrated no 
bom July 4, 1805. When he was four years old, Hawthoi-r 
died, and his mother took him to live in the family of his g 
er Manning, In the house No. 10 Herbert street, where hi 
different times when a boy and young man, and twice 
terms, after ho had entered literary life.

bonse, at No. 205 Essex street, was the house of Dr. Edward Augus- 
tus Holyokc, who was the moTing spirit in the organization of the 
Essex Historical Society, and its first president. Dr. Holyoko lived 
to the age of 100 years, 7 months. 

Nathaniel DowdituU was lK>rn March 26, 1773, in'a house formerly 
numbered fourteen' Brown street. The lionse has been moved to 
the rear on Kim bull Court. 

Salem was the /irst port from which missionaries sailed for Cal- 
cutta. This was in 1812. Some of tho early meeliii^s ij) tiie mission 
caase were held in a room of a hon£e now numbered sixteen Lynde 
street, and occupied by James Cliumberlaiu. It was then the resi- 
dence of Wallace Price Bartlett. On Feb. 6, 1812. iivc peirions were 
consecra'tcd to tho mission work at the Tabeiuncle Giiurch, not the 
present building, but one on the same spot, corner of Washington 
and Fedci :il slrcots. 

The house No. d Federal street, occupied by Abucr C. Goodell, Jr., 
is said to l)0 on the site of the old County Jail, where the victims of 
the witclicru ft delusion were confined. A tradition nniF that Giles 
Core}'., one of tho executed, was cruthed to death here because he 
reftised to confess. When nrralgned in court he would not reply to 
the question "guilty or not guiUy,*' and the court do. reed that he 
should bo crushed in a press till he confessed. He .'•lill refused to 
confess, and submitted to the terrible punishment, m-glng that 
more weight be placed on liim thut he might die sooner. Coi'ey was 
eighty-one years old. The Hon. Cliarlos W. Upham, in his *^Salem 
Witchcraft," designates the place of Corey's execution as afield be- 
tween Howard street cemetery and Brown street. 

In the house No. 12 Lynde street, Rufus Choate, the eminent law- 
yer and statesman, resided during the years that he spent in Salem. 
The house is now occupied by Hon. William B.'K^xWi'&^iA. 
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passed into history. Dbd tumble-down wharves with their dilap- 
idated storehouses aro 'all that remain for the stranger to look at. 
No more do the ships lie at thewharres from all the ports of the 
East, laden with the richest goods of the world. 

But Salem is not dead ; go through her streets and one can but be 
impressed with her large retail business in numerous lines of trade. 
Her stores ai-e many and well stocked ; abundant capital is provided 
for the conduct of business, and the place bears a look of stability 
and permanent success. 

Leather manufacturing employs the largest amount of capital of 
any single line of business . This industry was established prior to 
1639, and the earlier tanneries were in the vicinity of the Common, 
Liberty and Front streets. The capital employed in the leather bus- 
iness is over a million and a half of dollars. The manufacture 
of cotton cloth ranks next in importance employing a capital of 
$1,500,000. The leather manufacturing business is now principally 
located in the vicinity of Boston, North and Mason streets. 

Essex, Washington, Front and Central streets, are tlie locations 
of the chief retail trade; the Naumkeag Cotton Mills are on Harbor 
and Union streets; the Salem Lead Works on Saunders street; the 
Nevins Jute Mills on English and Skerry streets; the Boston and 
Maine Railroad Car Works on Bridge street; the Hall Type Writer 
Factory on Derby street and smaller manufacturing concerns scat- 
tered throughout the city. 

Oldest Btreets.— House-lo^ were laid out shortly after the ar- 
•rival of Endicott in 1628. Washington street was laid out four rods 
wide, connecting the ways that ran along the borders of the North 
and Southriyera, ^md is the oldest street in Salem. Probably Es^ex 
Btrettt- originally, ran along, the rear ends of lots fronting on each 
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it, the last governor und^ the colonial groveniineot. He 
i in 1697.

The 
library is owned by the teachers of the public schools. 

The City Hall was enlarged in 1876, and the room used for sessloDE 
of the Boai-d of Aldermen was remodelled in 1880. 

The City Hall is open from 8 A. M. to 5 P.M., and evenings when 
the city government is in seesioB. 

City Qovemment.— The City Government consists of a Mayor, 
seven Aldei-men, and twenty -four Councilmen, four from each wai'd, 
and twenty School Committee men. Arthur L. Huntington is 
Mayor, John P. Peabody chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and 
John Robinson President of the Common Council. The Aldermen 
hold meetings on the first Monday and on Thursdays following the 
second and third Mondays in each month. The Council meets on 
the second and fourtli Mondays in each month. 

The, School Committee consists of twenty members— three from 
each ward— and the Mayor and President of the Council, members 
ex cffiGio, The Mayor is chairman. Meetings are held monthly. 

The Polipe Department consists of a City Moi'Shal, Assistant Mar- 
shal, Captain* Sergeant, twenty-eight patrolmen, eight special pa- 
trolmen and sixty -four, constables. John W. Hart is Marshal. An 
auxiliary of the Police Department is the *< police telephone system" 
. consisting of a line running into each ward with two or more stations 
in each, from which patrolmen make reports to the Central station 
fit regular intervals, day and night. The Central Police Station is at 
No. 11 Front Stieet, and a sub-station at " the Willows.*' 

The Fire Department consists of a Chief Engineer, four Assistant 

Engbieers, three steamer companies, one hook and ladder company 

sad JBve boae companies. Josiah B. Osbom is Chief Bngineir. 
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Two steamers are located at No. 30 Church street, near Washington, 
and one at the junction of Lafayette and Washington streets ; the 
hook and ladder truck on Bridge street, foot of St. Peter; Hose 
One at the corner of Derby and Bcntley streets; Hose Two on Webb 
sti'eet, near Pleasant; Hose Three on Beckford, near Essex street; 
Hose Four on Boston, corner of Goodhue street; Hose Five on 
Noith Street, above Dearborn.

« Town Hall.*'— The *^Town Hall" and market house, now stand- 
ing in Harket Square, was built in 1816. It cost about $12,00U. 
The lower story was opened as a market Nov. 26, 1816, and the hall 
above was first opened to the pnblio July 8, 1817, the occasion of the 
visit of President Monroe to Salem. It was used for <*Town Meet- 
ings" and other gatherings till the incorporation of Salem as a City, 
in 1836. The interior of the liall retains much of its orig^ial appear- 
ance. Over the speaker's stand, on the wall, is a medallion head 
of George Washington, carved by Samuel Mackintirc, and at the 
opposite end ai'e two fine bas-reliefs in white on a dark blue 
ground. The market house is leased to various parties for meat 
:and provision '^stalls." 

The land on which the Town HaU stands was a portion of the es- 
tate of Ellas Hasket Derby, a successful merchant. He built in 
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1709 a mansion, facing Essex Street, which cost $80,000.

J GuBtom HouBe.—The United States Custom House is a 
Derby Street, comer of Orange. It is a large brick building, a 
out of all proportion to the present basin ess of the port.

Over the Judge's bench in the new court house hangs a fine portrait 

of Cliief Justice Shaw, the distinguished Jurist. This portrait wns 

painted by the late William M. Hunt, and is considered one of 

his masterpieces. A portrait of the late Judge Otis P. Lord of Salem, 
I by F. P. Vinton of Boston, was placed in the court room in 1881 and in 

1886 a portrait of BnfVis Choate by the late Joseph Ames. This was 
s presented by Hon. B. F. Butler to the Essex Bar Association. There 
i also hangs here a portrait of Judge Putnam.

1. The Probate Court sits in Salem on the first and third Mondays in

PlnmaiMr Hall.— This building is at No. IM Essex street. It is 
owned by the Salem Atbenieum and was built flrom a fund be- 
qoeathed by Miss Caroline Plammer. It was completed in 1857, and 
is oeoupied Jointly by the Salem Athen»um and the Essex Institute, 
the Ibrmec a literary society organized is 1810; the latter a literary, 
historical and scientific society organised in 1848. 

Pliimmer Hall is located on a part of Uia eati&tA ^t ^^<«sb.>^<!SL\^«9SHPt^> 
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that of the latter about 80,000 bound volnmes and a yery large collec- 
tion of pamphlets, newspapers, documents and the like. The annual

torical and Aciehfific rambles, and evening meetings are held in its 
lecture room during the winter, for lectures and the reading of com- 
mnnlcatfons. The Institute also gives courses of scientific and 
other leotares, concerts, art and horticultural exhibitions. 

The regular meetings are held on the first and third Monday even- 
ings of each month, and the field meetings at such times and places 
as may be appointed.

formerly oocapied. the centre of the hall. Bat as the commerce of 
Salem declined, the society became unable to expend an amount 
sufficient to properly sustain the museum, as the charities of the 
institution required all that was realised ft'om the invested moneys 
and assessments. During this latter period, the Essex Institute, an 
outgrowth from the Essex Co. Natural History Society foi*med in 
1834, had aocnmuiated a large and valuable collection of specimens 
of natural history which required much cara and a large expendi- 
ture of money for its proper preservation and exhibition. 

In 1966, Mr. Geo. Peabody of London, then visiting Salem, had 
his attention called to the condition of aff:iirs, and was induced to 
give a sum of money, the income to be expended for scientific 
purposes in Essex county and to increase the usefulness of these 
collections. 

In 1867, $140,000 was placed in the hands of several trustees who 
purchased East India Marine Hall and i*efitted it, and who were in- 
cotporated as the Peabody Academy of Science. 

The museum of the East India Marine Society and the natural 
history collections of the Essex Institute were placed in the cabi- 
nets of the refitted hall as permanent deposits and these, united 
wllih such collections as the Academy has since added, foi-ra tlie 
mnsenm as now arranged. Tims closed this portion of the labors 
of the East India Marine Society which published (in 1821), one of 
the first catalogues of a museum in this country, and the value of 
whose scientifle work was acknowledged by students, in the reports 
of government officials, and was commented upon in autogi'aph 
letters, now in the museum, from Presidents J oiTerson and Madison. 
Bat although this Society no longer conducts investigations nor 
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iiiuintains a maseum, the cltarities, one ot the fimt 
the time of its formation, are still continued, the ii 
the benefit of unfortunate members and their fanii] 
disb'ibnted. 

Since 1867 the Academy has published several £ 
besides annual reports, containing much valuable 
to natural history. A summer school of biology 
where, for six seasons, lectures by well-known si 
livered and laboratory instruction given hi all bi 
history. Large classes in botany, mineralogy anc 
natural history have also been successfully con 
winter months.

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ethnological collections (chiefly derived from the East India Marine 
Society), the western to natural history collections (chiefly from the 
Esaex Institute). The gallery is devoted to the natural history and 
archsBology of Essex county. As the visitor enters the museum his 
attention vrill be at once called to the ethnological collections on the 
eastern side of the hall arranged according to the races of man and 
the oonntriea irom which the specimens came. The name of each 
country will be seen upon large tablets over the cases. 

Upon the floor and in some instances surmounting the cabinets, 
will be noticed several specimens too large to be placed in the cases. 
Among these are two large Chinese pottery bath tubs; a Chinese 
cannon,. mounted on a camphor- wood carriage; a Malay "Jingall" 
or rail swivel gun; the Sandwich Island god of medicine *'Koila 
Koku," which stood for inauy years upon a Hawaiian plain, sur- 
rounded by the bones of those who had crawled thither to seek re- 
lief and a palanquin, the common vehicle of ti'avel in India, which is 
borne on the shoulders of four bearers and which was purchased in 
Calcutta in 1803 by several Salem merchant captains who chanced 
to meet there and forwarded as a gift to the E. I. M. Soc. There are 
also several models of vessels including those of the U. S. frigate 
"Constitution,^ presented by Commodore Hull in 1813 and repaired by 
British prisoners of war in 1814, the "Ohio," and the Salem ship 
'^Friendship" one of the famous vessels which early made voyages 
to the east daring the last century. Passing to the right the visitor 
will first notice the case marked 

Jfuf<a«-rThe collection from tills country begins in the case dh-ectly 
over the entrance way, in which is a group of life-size clay figures of 
Indian merchants, with whom the merchants of Salem held commer- 
cial relation in the early part of the century. Tliere are besides in 
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the adjoining case figures of clerks, priests, mendicants, sr 
charmer, etc., etc. These are copies from life of the different » 
jects, of native workmanship. There are also numerous sms 
figures fh>m eight to twelve inches -high illustrating the ^IfTe 
castes and trades seen in the streets of Calcutta. Farther on 
full size figure of "Nasavangee,'' a Bombay Parsee merchant n 
elled fW>m life especialljr for the B. I. M. Soo. AU these figures 
accurate likenesses of the persons they represent. This coUec 
contains speicimens illustrating the mannfkctures of India and 
merons aitides of domestic use, oonspicnons among which are m 
elegant "Hookahs" together with the "bubble bubbles" or w 
pipes used by the lower classes, and the "ohebooks," several '^ 
stems six fleet In length. At the end is a catved wooden coli' 
ft'om Burmah being a religiotis monument made in hondr of 
dead and an excellent collection of idols and emblems of the na 
faiths. 

4/Wca.— Tlie curfons ''Tomtoms" or drums at once attract on 
tentlon. These are carved fi'om soft wood and are hideous 
grotesque. This case contains many interesting "gregrees" 
charms nsed by the priests, some fine mats, and carved seats 
ft*om a solid block of wood. The Arabian and Algerian ri 
and bridles are of much finer workmanship, among which is 
beautiful specimen, the gift of General Timothy Pickering. Tl 
are also many bows, aiTows, knives and spears of much interes 

Japan.— One of tlie first Cases to attract the visitor upon ent« 
the hall is that containingthe collection fl'om Japan which is a 
addition to the museum. This collection was made by the dire 
during a recent visit to Japan, and is in part received in exch{ 
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for specimens sent by the Academy to the Educational Moseum at 
ToUo. 

To this ezchan^ collection, which comprises complete sets of 
tools of tradesmen and artisans, wore added by purchase, and dona- 
tions firom many liberal friends of the director, large numbers of 
specimens illustrating almost eyery department of the ethnology 
of Uj^ Japanese. The collection Is arranged, as are those IVom 
other countries, in accordance with the system adopted by the Leip- 
sio Ethnological Museum, that being generally accepted as the best 
modern antmgement. 

First in the case are the life-size figures illustrating the Samurai 
and peasant classes of society, and the warrior in full armor of the 
period previous to the restoration of the mikado. 

These figures are yery beautifully made and costumed. The 
Samurai family consists of a gentleman and wifb with their girl and 
boy. The peasant family, of a farmer and wife, who canies upon 
her back their infkint. The warrior is clothed in a gorgeous suit of 
armor, and wears a helmet suimouuted by a lofiy set of carved 
antlers. These are. followed by a collection of upwai^d of thirty 
▼arietSes of swords, many of very beautiftil workmanship and of 
great age and a still larger collection of sword hilts and small knives. 

Farther on are military hats, bows, arrows, war pikes and spears 
and officers' battle signals. 

The collection of tools is very complete and includes those of the 
carpenter, cooper, ivory carver, lantern maker, fisherman, lac- 
qnerer, stone cutter, ribbon mnkor, and many others, and also the 
models of a silk loom, etc. The collection of clothing is quite full, 
and that Ulnstrating the household besides pretty models of the 
kitchen and tea room, contains nearly all the articles of daily do- 
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mestic use fitly represented. Among the musical instrumi 
several of beautiful design and rare workmanship, and 
these are speeimensilluBtratingwriting, toys, amusements, r 
life, 6to., ate. 

The Japanese colleotien, preyloosly in possession of the n 
contained several rare and valuable specimens including son 
cups and teapots brought -from Nagasaki in 1802 by Capt. Sa 
Derby, probably the first Japanese articles ever brought d 
this country. Tliis old collectiouitogether with the recent ac 
makes an exhibit of Japanese ethnology unequalled in this ( 
and probably not excelled in any foreign museum. 

China.— This country is very fhlly represented. The collect 
tiUns Itfid-size models, in costume, of amandarin, two wealthy 
merchants, and smaller ones illustrating' the various trades i 
Ings, and the priests, card players, horsemen, etc. 

The collection of musical instruments is particularly goo< 
all the native ones that are used being found here. 

The visitor should notice the carved ivory spheres of whi 
are two specimens whera to the number of twenty they are c 
volve one within another; the idols and bronze incense bur 
kites and toys, the articles of. food and boats of which tl 
many excellent models to be seen including one of tlie *' J 
familiar-in all accounts of China. 

There is also of special interest an opium set recently con 
by Mr. Wm. Dolan of Hong Kong, including the pipe, tools f 
ling the opium, lamp and cushion to recline upon, and a c( 
illustrating the native Materia Medica of China, including e 
different specimens. 
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Korea,— In. 1883 a collection fi'om this hitherto little known coun- 
try was received, being obtained for the Academy by Count Von 
Mollendorff at Seoul the capital of Korea. 

The collection gives a veiy good idea of the surroundings of the 
oommon people of that country and includes costumes, ornaments, 
porcelain and pottery ware, tools, implements of war and of domes* 
tic use, cloths, papers, etc. This collection is, for want of room on 
the lower floor, arranged in a case in the central galleiy, where a 
number of objects A:om Singapore, Anam and Java, collected by the 
director in 1882, are temporarily, arranged. 

Polynesia.— The most valuable collection in the museum undoubt- 
edly is that from the South Sea Islands. Commenced before civili- 
sation had reached these far-oif places the specimens are tree A:om 
the :eirect of European contact and their genuineness is assured. 
The implements of war, Ashing and domestic use, are now replaced 
by those of European manufacture even where the tribes of people 
themselves have not, as such, become extinct. 

This collection is replete in war c^ub8> hand clubs, carved and 
ornamented batons, spears, paddles, adzes, etc A fine assortment 
of fishing hooks, lines and spears, and another of plaiiji and exten- 
sively ornamented and imprinted cloths and braided tunics are to 
be seen, besides many unique head ornaments, wigs, necklaces, 
bracelets of pearl, shell, ivory and hair. There are a large number 
of ftins, models of bouses and temples, domestic articles, models of 
beats of many forms now obsolete, carved ornaments for canoes and 
carved boxes and several fine specimens of ^he " ava " bowls which 
weteused:to hold the fermented drink made by the natives of Ota- 
heite. In the section devoted to the objects ftom the Malay Penhi- 
snla are many beautifVil specimens of the Creis and cutlass one of 
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the latter being a gift to Capt. En^iicott of Salem, from the Rajt 
Po Adam by whom Captain Endicott was befriended when h 
yessel was captured by natives on the Sumatra coast. 

North America is represented by models of Esquimaux boats ai 
canoes, clothing, pipes, implements and the bows, arrows, leath 
and cloth work of the Indian tribes besides a fine collection illusti 
ting the stone age in North America (this last is arranged in a n 
case in the eastern gallery). 

Mexico is represented byGlothmg, saddles, casts of idols, et 
and a collection of beautifVilly executed figures of native workma 
ship, illustrating the ti-ades, castes, and costumes of the nati 
people. 

Souih America.— The most characteristic specimens ftom tt 
country are the feather work capes, head-dresses and trimmin 
from Brazil; the models of <^ Catamarans " or native rafts which s 
capable of enduring even a heavy sea; and the collection of va8< 
jars and bottles from the ancient graves of Peru. These latter are 
great antiquity and show infinite variety of form and ornamentati< 
There are several twin wliistling Jars in the collection. By blowi 
in the month of one Jar a shrill whistle is produced in its mate. 

Europe is but poorly represented in the. ethnological department, 
the ship masters, to whom the museum is indebted for its treasni 
seldom visited the continent of Europe in comparison with their t 
ages to the Bast, and the South Seas. Therefore there is but Ul 
of interest beyond the. few relics of Herculanenm and Pomi 
which are arranged, in the end case wh^ch also contains the Eg 
tian relics, chiefly portions of mummies, amulets and idols tt 
ancient graves. A ct^ious and delicate wood carving howei 
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given to the B. I. M. S. by £. H. Derby, deeeryes special mention. 
This 19 supposed to be the work of a monk in the fourteenth centuiy, 
and represents "Heaven and the day of Judgment." The carving is 
but 2i inches in diameter; the two subjects being represented in 
separate hemispheres. There are in all one hundred and ten full 
length figures carved with such skill that they bear the closest 
Bomfciny with the aid of a powerful magnifying glass. The whole 
may be closed and placed in a leather cover. 

In a case at the southern end of the room are placed relics of the £. 
I. H. S.> as an organization : the society banners, badges, roll of 
members, besides four fine porcelain punch bowls one of which 
celebrates the passage of the first Salem vessel to Canton, China,,in 
1788, and two othei'S of Liverpool ware, the gift of Benj. Hodges 
and made in the year 1800. There are also two huge soup tureens 
of porcelain whidb with the bowls were used at the annual ban- 
quets of the society in this ball. Near this case is anothei' iu which 
all tlie recent additions to the Museum are placed for a few months 
or ontU properly classified and arranged in the cabinets. 

.2bold^.— Passing Just beyond the case containing the relics of 
the East India Marine Society, and commencing on the easterly 
Bide of the central case on the western side of the hall are the 
general zoological collecti<ms. Beginning with the lowest infu- 
sorial form, the visitor, by passing around the central case and 
back again along the line of wall cases, as indicated by the letters 
of the alphabet on cases at the top of the sections, will follow out 
in a gradually rising order the arrangement of the collection, 
ending with the highest form represented by .the human skeletons 
in the ease directly opposite the one at which he began. This col- 
toettoQ ie intended to be a synopsis of the animal kingdom and is 
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arranged according to the latest ideas in relation to the structn 
animals. It is intended not to show the different species, but t 
stmct yisitors by means of type spechnens as to the metboc 
classiflcatioA by the natural system, and is especially arranged : 
of service to teachers of zoology. Many of the groups are J 
trated by outline drawings and glass models of peiishable f 
Imens. The most striking features of the collection may be bi 
mentioned : a very fine collection of corals particularly rich in 
Indian species and fan corals ; a large collection of radiateS) 
lusks and ei'ustacoa, the largest portion of whfch including the 
holic specimens are, for want of exhibition space, kept in sto 
cases in the lower room, only accessible to students; a large ec 
tion of snakes and turtles; a good assortment representing the 
ilies of birds ; a collection of marsupials, the peculiar anima 
Australia; and a collection of mammals including stufflsd f 
imens, skeletons and skulls of the principal orders. A large 
of these specimens were reoeited tvom the Essex Institute in 
Oyer the cases are large specimens of an alligator, sword fish, 
the under jaw of the sperm whale (from an animal estimated t 
over eighty feet long) and the lower Jaw of a flnbaok whale rec< 
added to the coUectiou, 

Ssaex County CoUecHonB,-^ One of the principal objects oi 
Academy is to preserve and exhibit specimcfns of every speoii 
animal or t>lant found growing naturally In the county of Et 
This collection occupies the entire gallery. Beghming at the n< 
west corner, they are arranged in a manner similar to the zoc 
ical specimens bekyw. 

This collection Is rich in the animals from the waters of our 
bors, and contains almost a complete set of the county birds w 
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apysome 8eventy>fl76 running feet of case room. The larger 
108 are arranged on the wall over the cases, and the skeleton of 
ilaekflsh fVom Beverly hangs over the central case between the 
Jleries. The mammals include some very fine specimens of the 
ild cat, seal, raccoon, woodchnck, skunk, rats, squirrels, bats, etc. 
it the northern end of the eastern gallery are arranged the archajo* 
ogical collections from the county, undoubtedly the finest local col- 
ieotion to be fbund. This contains, besides the usual number of 
axes, celts, gouges, pestles, arrow and spear points seen in collec- 
tions, a large number of other specimens including skeletons from 
graves, and the entire contents of a shellheap, besides many other 
interesting specimens. 

A collection of Essex County minerals and rocks is arranged in 
the rail case. The botany of the county is represented by a collec- 
tion, very nearly complete, containing upwards of 1,600 species 
mounted of some 8,000 sheets (in the lecture room), and a collection 
of the woods of Bssex County trees arranged in the central case in 
the gallery. The latter contains a full set and is illustrated by out- 
line and colored plates of the leaves and flowers of the trees. Large 
specimens of the woods are placed over the cases at the southern 
end of the hall. 

Pofirai^.— Besides the scientific collections are the portraits of 
the leading merchants and members of the East India Marine Soci- 
ety, including those of Derby, Gray, Peabody, Bowditch, Neal, Sils- 
bee, Pickman, Bertram and others; these form an important ele- 
ment in the value of the whole collection in connection with the 
history and growth of the city of Salem. 

In addition to the collections on exhibition, the Academy owns a 
T6ry large collection of minerals, geological specimens and shells 
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for which room cauiiot be I'ouud in the mueeum, although it 
they may be placed on exhibition in the near future. 

Students and others wbq may desire to gain more inforn 
relation to tlie specimens than is afforded by the labelling oi 
lection may apply at the office on the lower floor, where sue 
ance will be rendered that may be possible, and where the 
the library may be consulted. 

City Buildinss.— The High School building on Broat 
built in 1856vthe Bowditch School, on Dean street, built in 
Phillips School, on Washington Square, rear of Essex Bin 
in 1883, and the Bertram School, on VVillow ayenue, built in 
the best specimens of school architecture in the city's control 
all the school buildings are substantial and creditable. 

The fire department houses are neaily all good, the best e 
being the quarters of the eteam fire engines on Church sti 
houseatthe junction of Lafayette and Washington Sts.,and 
bouses on North, Derby, Webb, and Beckford streets, qcci 
Active, Reliance, Constitution, and William Fenn compa: 
spectively. 

The buildings at Wcnham Lake (six miles from the city) ( 
as the pumping station of the City Water Works, and a bui 
Church street, occupied by the eame department are sul 
brick structures, and are well adapted to their uses. 

The Police Station is on Front street. It is a plain brick I 
and has a lock-up connected with it. Its offices and guard r 
well arranged. A library of about 800 volumes, contribute! 
izens and members of the police force, is arranged in case 
of the rooms. It is a veiy good collection and contains ma 
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able books. A cabinet of police onriofiities ocenpies a place in the 
assistant marshars office. 

Tte almshouse is a large old-flishioned brick' building, on city land 
at ''the Neck." An insane wing, Jnst completed at a cost of about 
WfiOO is connected with it. The grounds are nicely kept, and a 
good form supplies yegetables. 

The street lamp department and the City Water Works pipe de- 
partment occupy buildings on Bridge street, near the foot of St. 
Peter street. 

The City HaU, Police Station, almshouse and fire department sta> 
tions are connected with the telephone exchange, which gives com- 
mnnioation throughout the city, and tliere is beside a special police 
chroaJt. 

Nomial. School.— The State Normal school for girls is at the cor- 
ner of Summer and Broad streets, and is a handsome building of 
brick with freestone trimmings. The building was dedicated Sept. 
14, 1854. The school Is regarded as one of the most successful in- 
stitutions of learning in the State. It is supplied with a fine set of 
scientific and chemical apparatus. The library contains about 9,000 
Yolnmes. Prof. D. B. Hagar is principal. 

Tuition is ti'ee to those who comply with the condition of teaching 
in the public schools of Massachusetts. For the assistance of those 
who find even tiie moderate expenses burdensome, the State nialics 
an annual appropriation, one-half of which is distributed at the close 
of each term among pupils from within the Commonwealth who 
merit and need aid.

Boston & Maine Railroad Station.-^.One of the most impos- 
ing fronts in the city is that of the Boston and Maine Bailread pas- 
senger station, Washington street. It lias two high granite towera, 
and a solid granite firont, of beautiful design. Tlie building was 
erected in 1847, and with the exception of the fi*ont was nearly re- 
built in 1882, the wooden part of the original structure having bean 
destroyed by fire on the night of April 6, 1882. W. H. Archer is 
station master, L. W. Mardcn, ticket agent, and C. A. Ohandler, 
freight agent. The office pf H. Bissell, master of Maintenance of 
Way of the Eastern and Northern Divisions of the road is in the 
Salem station. 

Distriot Oourt.— The First District Court of Essex oooupies the 
second story of Flint's Building, on Washington street, oppoaite 
the Railroad station. This is a neat building of brick, with granite 
trimmings. 

The site occupied was filled in a few years since, when Washing- 
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ton street was extended across the South River. Until within a 
dozen years, schooners came up to the old "City Mills," where the 
Boston and Maine R. R. engine house now stands. 

Sessions of the District Court are held at 9 A. m. daily for ciiminal 
business, and on Wednesdays at 10 A. M. for civil business. J. B. F. 
Osgood is the presiding Judge, D. E. Snfford and Natb. J. Holden as- 
sociate justices, and Samuel P. Andrews, clerk. 

Fublio Halls.— Mechanic Hall, 285 Essex street, nearly opposite 
Sewall street, is the largest hall in the city. It seats 1100. It is 
owned by the Mechanic Hnll corporation. It was built in 1839, and 
remodelled in 1870. An organ, costing nearly $6000, was placed in 
the hall when it was remodelled, through the efforts of an energetic 
committee of citizens. 

This hall supplies the place of a theatre and large concert hall. 
Benjamin Shreve is president, and Chas. Harrington, treasurer of the 
Mechanic Hall corporation. 

Lyceum Hnll, on Church street, seats about 600. It was built in 
1831, and is owned by the Salem Lyeenm, an organization which in- 
augurated a course of lectures the year previous, and has continued 
them each season since, at the uniform cheap rate of $1 for each 
course. The list of those who have lectured before the "Lyceum" 
iocludes the names of the most famous lecturers of America. This 
is the oldest institution of the kind (with perhaps a single exception 
in the country. Of the Salem Lyceum the Hon. George B. Loring is 
President, Chas. S. Osgood, Secy., and Gilbert L. Streeter, Treas. 

There are a number of halls well suited for gatherings, parties, and 
the like. The principal of them are Kinsman's Hall, next to City 
Hall, Washington street, and Hamilton Hall, Cambridge street, cor. 
Chestnut street. Post 34, Grand Army, occupies a hall at 17 St.

On the second 
floor o£ the " Pavilion '* is a nice restaumnt, where the visitor may 
FArtakeof an excellent " Ash dinner" of several courses for fifty 
cents, or he may indulge in a dinner as elaborate as can be obtained 
sta city hotel. No intoxicating drinks ai*e sold on the premises. 
Kelson P. Wentwoith is the caterer in charge. On the lower floor 
is a spacious hall which may be hired for private paities for dancing. 

On tlie sea side of the Pavilion is a nice gaiden laid out by a 
practical gardener in ribbon beds and otlicr decorative styles. In 
the centre of the garden is a pond with a large rockeiy and foun- 
tain. In the rear of the building is " Willow Park," with a good 
lawn and winding paths, bordered by young willow trees. A line 
of tables is furnished with a covering for protection fVom the sun, 
tn tlie 086 of picnic parties. 

Amiuements in abundance are famished. The Skating Rink is a 
leading attraction. In 1880 the ^*Siege of Paris'' building was pur- 
tikutsed, and removed from Boston. It is a large amphitheatre, and 
is provided with a most excellent yellow birch floor, for roller skating. 
Vive hundred spectators can be provided with sightly positions in the 
first two rows of seats. Music is furnished by the Snlem Cadet Band . 
Wednesday and Saturday afternoons are set apart for ladies and 
children. The hours of skating are from 10 to 12 A. M., 3 to 5 and 8 to 
10 P. If. The regular admission is flfteon cents ; skates ten cents ad- 
ditional. H. K. McCuUy is the manager of the rink. 

A bowling alley and a shooting gallery are established in a long 
building erected for the purpose between the Skating Bink and the 
Pavilion.

"Juniper" and T^e i^eck deseWe mention among the public 
grounds, for they may be regarded as included in that category. 
The former is a portion of Winter Island, and has been divided into 
hpuse lots for summer cottagers, largely thron'gh the instrumental- 
ity of Mr. Daniel B. Gardner, who purchased a large territory^ and 
laid it out nicely with avenues and liou'se lots. Many Salem people 
besides more iVom Lowell and Nashua, N. H., spend the sumiiier 
months here. Some of the. cottages are quite elaborate in construc- 
Uon ; all are neat and ajrj. There are three hotels, the Ocean View, 
tliQ Atlantic and the Central. At the function of Fort and Columbus 
avenues, the roads leading to the Willow's and Juniper respectively, 
is. auother> the Juniper House.

All arob of rongh stones spaftb the oarrfage-way at the entrance, and 
a rookery Is sitaated Jnst Inside the 'grounds at this point. Many 
taslMbl designs in gardening are scattered thrhngh- the grounds, 
and great care is taken of the trees, shrubs and plants. Many e3C« 
penSiVe nohuments have been placed Ih private lots. Some of the 
finest ai^ to be teen on Greenwood, Forest, Cypress, Linden, aud 
MAple avenues, and on Locust and Hemlock paths; On Locust path 
ttim remains of George Peabody, the great philanthropiist, are in- 
terred. ' A large sarcophagus of granite marks the spot A soldier's 
lot, on Greenwood avenue, has a monutnetit erected by the Grand 
ArtnyPost. - This cemetery was started In 1840.- 

The Charter Street Burying Ground is the oldest in the city. It is 
on Charter and Liberty streets. It was occupied before 1037, and 
lome ef the old stones bear curious inscriptions. Martha Corey of 
witehcraft flMue is butied heie. 

Ih the Broad Street Cemetery, commenced about 1655, the renaint 
of Cl^t. George Cerwln, the sheriff who served thl9 warrants for the 
ttiMt of tllofie cliarged with witchcraft, am buried; ■ 

The other cemeteries are: Howard Street, commenced in 1801; 
QieenlaWny commenced in 1807; Quaker Buryihg Ground, on Essex
